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State wants to dig 'pit' in Romulus

Can a barrow pit be a recreational facility, 
or is it always a pit? 

That’s the question which will face the city 
of Romulus for the next couple of weeks. 

Engineers from the Michigan State Depart- 
ment of Highways want to take 600,000 yards 
of barrow from a 40-acre location west of the 
proposed 1-275 expressway and north of Penn- 
sylvania Road, in an effort to save between 
$600,000 and $1 million of the state taxpayers 
money

THE AREA will be excavated to a depth of 
25 feet during construction of the freeway, 
and will cover an area of between 25 and 35 
acres. 

And the engineers plan to turn the pit over 
to the city — saying it can have a recreational 
use.

We need clay,” explained the highway 
department representative, “and we’d like to 
give the city a recreational facility 

“The barrow area will eventually fill up 
with water from ground seepage, and we’ve 
found that the Department of Natural 


Resources fDNR) will stock the area with 
fish 

"WE THINK this is an excellent means for 
both the state to meet its needs and the city to 
benefit.’' 

The Romulus City Council did not look 
favorably upon the scheme

Council okays amendments 
to city charter for Romulus

Caleton K Rush. 48, in- 
cumbent school board 
treasurer, won a second four- 
year term on the huron Board 
of Education unofficial 
returns of Monday’s election 
show. 

Rush, who resides at 29620 
King Rd.. Romulus, served 
the school board in 1965 and 
1969. He defeated his opponent 
by a vote margin of 94 votes. 
Rush received 388 votes. 

Olas McDavid, 47, of 30362 
West Road. New Boston, 
making his first bid for the 
board of education position, 
received 294 votes. 

A TAX LIMITATION in- 
crease proposition for 


operating purposes was 
defeated by a vote margin of 
40 votes. The unofficial count 
was 372 “no” to 332 “yes”. 

The tax increase called for a 
1.35 mill increase, which 
school officials had reported 
was “necessary” to make the 
school district eligible for a 
higher rate of state funding 
provided by an education bill 
now pending in the Michigan 
legislature. 

The legislation on this 
education bill recently passed 
the senate It would guarantee 
each school district $38 a pupil 
for each mill levied in 1973-94 
if a minimum of 22 mills is 
levied At 22 mills the district 
would receive $836 a pupil. 

The Huron School District 


currently levies 20.65 mills 
which would place the district 
in a lower rate status and 
guarantee it $785 a pupil, 
school administrators said 
THE SPONSOR of the bill is 
State Sen Gilbert Bursley <R- 
Ann Arbor). 

School officials said that the 
proposed 1.35 mill boost would 
mean an additional $294,000 in 
state and local funds for the 
school system. 

School Supt Bryon K Ant- 
cliff said the millage was 
defeated because the state 
legislature had not finally 
passed the bill 
The vote turnout in Mon- 
day’s election was one of the 
lightest in recent school 
elections.

The Romulus City Council 
last week approved several 
charter amendments which 
would make sweeping 
changes in the council’s 
power.

— give the body pow r er to 
review all expenditures, 
deleting those if felt to be 
unjust; 

~ give the council power to 
eliminate and establish ad- 
ministrative departments, 

— and reduce the number of 
signatures required on 
nominating petitions from 100 
to 50.

MENDATIONS were made by 
a Charter Review' Committee 
made up of five members — 


three of them city councilmen. 

Serving on the. committee 
were Councilman Edmund 
Bizek. acting as chairman, 
Councilman Ellis Pennington, 
Councilman Brooker Ed- 
wards, Assistant City Clerk 
Deanna Lovenduski and 
citizen Nellie Wehunt 

The changes, which will 


consolidate and increase the 
power of the present city 
council, will be included on the 
Aug 7 primary ballot for voter 
approval. 

Not all recommendations 
were forwarded to the voters 
unanimously. 

COUNCILMAN William 
Oakley voted against the four- 


year term for councilmen. the 
staggered term concept and 
the power to establish and 
eliminate administrative 
departments. 

Councilman Fred Junior 
Block voted against the 
staggered terms, and the 
power to establish ad- 
ministrative departments.

“I’ll vote to go along with this, if the state 
agrees to maintain it.” 

Stewart was told by a representative from 
the DNR that the 40 acres was too small for a 
state park. 

“It will fit in well with a regional park plan, 
though.” said the representative. 

-HAS THE state tried this in the past?” 
Stewart asked. “You travel along the ex- 
pressways and see these barrow pits. They’re 
full of water, but they sure don’t look like 
recreational areas.” 

The representative from the Highway 
Department said this was a first attempt to 
find a constructive use for a barrow pit. 

“Sir, you claim the state can save between 
$600,000* and $1 million by using this land,” 
Councilman William Oakley said. “How 
much of that savings will you be willing to put 
back into the city. 

“I’d like to listen more to this idea, but I 
can’t see spending a lot of city funds to help 


construct a recreation area we’re forced to 
accept 

IF YOU put some of those savings back into 
the city by improving the land, it’ll give us 
something to argue with.” 

The highway department representative 
said he would discuss Oakley’s suggestion 
with his superiors. 

The highway department wants to use the 
land for a barrow pit to save between $1 per 
yard and $1.50 per yard in transportation 
costs. Unless the Romulus site is used, the 
department representative claimed the 
barrow for construction of the freeway would 
have to be hauled several miles before it can 
be used. 

The representative offered the city council 
an alternative to his proposal 

“I HAVEN’T discussed this.” he said, “but 
it is conceivable that you could use this as a 
sanitary landfill.” 

The council flatly turned down that 
suggestion.

South African fights for his consciousness

JOHANNESBURGH, SA — Powerful men who steer the 
South African economy are juggling the complex social 
issues of a conglomerate population to meet better the 
demands of the international market 

Their problems are those of a balance of payments, the 
import-export imbalance, and the industrialization of a 
native society 

It is still easier to place an overseas telephone call on the 
new cable than it is to ring up a business contact in the next 
city but improvements hold out the promise of better service 

New factories have blossomed in Rosslyn to the north and 
now total 93 and an industrial growth organization backed by 
South African and foreign money is jacking up the economy 
of the area 

THE MAJOR PROBLEM from a business standpoint is to 
develop management and sub-management executives 
among the native blacks who are trying to shake loose from 
the drag of an Africa as it lived in primitive style a century 
ago 


Africa lives next door 


Dr C B Strauss, general manager of the Standard Bank of 
South Africa Ltd . said manufacturing in 1970 was respon- 
sible for 23 per cent of the South African national product and 
is the main growth area 

* The primary sectors, agriculture and mining, have 
grown absolutely but have declined proportionately 
Mining declined from nearly 14 per cent in 1961 to 10 per cent 
a decade later and agriculture from 13 to9 per cent.” he said 


So the diversification and sophistication of the economy 
is increasing all the time ”

Watergate scandal 
should be lanced 


Across this unhappy land ordinary people, 
with their inborn sense of national survival, 
are beginning to ponder whether the 
Watergate expose has gotten badly out of 
proportion 

Ghastly mistakes undoubtedly were made 
at the White House, either with or without 
President Nixon s knowledge, but in what 
other nation in the world would the head of 
state be subjected to the mauling the 
President now' is receiving with only a nod 
now and then to the background events which 
triggered Watergate? 

In a lengthy editorial the distinguished 
Times of London described Nixon as a victim 
of a “Washington variation of lynch law ” and 
was particularly critical of the publication of 
statements attributed to John W. Dean III, 
the former White House counsel now shopping 
around for a promise of immunity from 
prosecution. 

The President is being attacked, either 
directly or indirectly, in three arenas. Many 
members of the media, particularly the 
Washington Post and the New' York Times, 
have pursued the President w'ith the eager 
barking joy of hounds chasing a fox 

The Post can be credited with breaking the 
story of the illegal Republican snooping a 
year ago in the Democrats’ Watergate 
Headquarters and with sensing the size of the 
scandal involved. It was a good example of 
investigative reporting. 

But throughout the media there has been a 
tendency to put boxcar headlines over un- 
substantiated stories based on leaks. The 
same newspapers and broadcasting stations 
have tended to downplay the Administration’s 
known determination to prevent the 1972 
national political conventions in Miami Beach 
from serving as forums for radical violent 
protest the way the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago was used. 

Until the appointment of Harvard Law 
Professor Archibald Cox as Watergate 
special prosecutor, the supposedly secret 
discussions before a Washington Federal 
grand jury were finding their way into every 
fresh edition. Here again the President was 
being blasted from the flank in a way to make 
resoonse difficult. . ... 

And finally there are the televised 
proceedings of the Senate 
Select Committee chaired by Sen. Sam J. 
Ervin. Jr.. D-N. C. in the interest of orderly 
procedure Cox asked the committee to close 
down its hearings for three months. He got an 
abrupt rejection 

Ervin and the other committee members 
clearly are w ithin their rights, when they say 
the senate has charged them with getting a 
full disclosure of the Watergate affair 
regardless of where the chips fall But sweet 


are the fruits of publicity to most men in 
public life, and the Ervin hearings have 
become a sort of super soap opera where 
reputations can be made and ruined within 
sight of millions. 

Yet if these hearings grind on week after 
week and month after month they might 
prejudice the chances of ever trying any 
guilty party. 

Clearly it would be difficult for anyone to 
answer in detail the barrage of charges and 
innuendos hurled Nixon’s way. It also is 
equally clear that the explanations the 
President has given up to now have not 
satisfied the public. 

Two Michigan political figures of the 
President’s owm party — Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin and Gov. William G. Milliken — have 
suggested that, if there is any more to tell, the 
President should stand up publicly and in the 
frankest terms recount the whole story. He 
could do this at a full scale press conference, 
before the Ervin Committee or some other 
type of forum. 

The important thing for every American to 
realize is that the present situation can not go 
on. The Watergate scandal must be lanced 
like a boil so the healing process can start. 

The national obsession with Watergate 
distracts the President from his other duties. 
The longer the case goes on the more damage 
is done to his authority and credibility and the 
more questions are raised about his chances 
to survive in office. 

His best defense might be to define more 
explicitly the ‘ national security’’ con- 
siderations which motivated him. After all, 
until comparatively recently, riotous street 
demonstrations complete with property 
damage and the burning of the American flag 
had become almost routine occurances in- 
Washington 

It should be recalled also that in any other 
country in the world Daniel Ellsberg, accused 
of theft of the Pentagon Pdpers, would have 
been tried under harsh provisions of an of- 
ficial secrets act and might even have 
received a death sentence. As it was his case 
was declared a mistrial because of bungling 
by some of the same people involved in the 
Watergate conspiracy. 

One final overriding reason remains for 
getting Watergate over with. Every day it 
goes on there is a danger that the dollar in 
pocket will be worth less 

The dollar has been under heavy pressure 
in the money markets of Europe with foreign 
bankers attributing this to uncertainty as to 
whether President Nixon can continue to 
govern effectively.

Starts at the top 

Party bosses should 
enforce ethics code 


While we applaud the proposed formation of 
a citizens committee to enforce an ethics code 
for members of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners - we do with reservation 
The idea of an ethics board, still in 
resolution form, is designed to guard against 
conflicts of interest, discrimination, 
favoritism, personal profit and decorum — 
sounds sweet on the surface, but how effective 
would a code be in the hands of a citizens 
watchdog committee is a moot question 
Commissioners John Barr of Inkster and 
Brian Arrowsmith of Wayne agree in part for 
the need of an ethics code — 'but both wisely 
cast a warning that the establishment of an 
ethics watchdog committee might be used 
against political minority members of the 
commission 

The present commission structure is a 
partisan form of government, and in heavily 
populated Democratic Wayne County — 
partisanship is merely a formality at election 
time 

Before the commission goes about 
establishing an ethics code watchdog com- 


mittee of appointed citizens, we suggest the 
Wayne County Democratic and Republican 
parties serve as the watchdogs over their 
party standard-bearers. 

It ’s about time the two major political party 
units took a closer look at the qualifications of 
candidates using their respective party labels 
in seeking public office If the public is to have 
faith in the elective system, the faith must 
also be upheld by the party bosses and the 
councils that seek out candidates to win for 
the two units of political philosophy. 

Why must we wait for some citizens watch- 
dog committee to enforce ethics and the 
initiating of censure actions. If an elected 
Democrat or Republican fails to uphold the 
principles of his party, it rests with the party 
organization to crackdown. But would they? 

Too often derelict officeholders stay on and 
on until the voting public finally f$eti wise — 
and then, and only then (tom the party 
machinery announce "Glad to see him go 

Fortunately the final decision rests with the 
voting citizenry

Levin revives plan

LANSING — Former Senator Sander M. 
Levin had such a great idea for cleaning up 
politics four years ago that it’s worth another 
try. 

Of course it wasn’t adopted then and, of 
course, nothing has happened to elevate 
citizen regard for politicians. 

And since politicians won’t or can’t do it 
themselves, Levin sees tight legal restrictions 
on campaign fund raising and spending as the 
answer. 

STILL. THE THREAT of jail and dishonor 
has not been enough to discourage Watergate 
or divert the events which have embarrassed 
Gov William G. Milliken Levin repeats his 
call for: 

— Full disclosure of campaign fund sources 
including money received by a candidate 
before he announces his intention to run for 
office in either the primary or general 
elections. 

— A ceiling on campaign contributions 
from an individual. 

— Limits on the use of state-financed 
mailings by a candidate immediately prior to 
an election 

— Tough conflict of interest regulations 
including mandatory disclosure of sources of 
income and holdings of elected officials and 
candidates. 

— Registration of all lobbyists and their 
employers. Lobbyists would be required to 
submit detailed expense statements each 
month 

— The preparation and mailing of a state 


financed voter information pamphlet to all 
registered voters on the candidates and 
issues. 

— A state tax credit for campaign con- 
tributions. 

These are reforms that would not be needed 
if through some magic process integrity could 
be enacted, if candidates and their people 
didn’t spend much of their time and effort 
circumventing the law, if greed and avarice 
were not so common 

LARGE CONTRIBUTERS want to buy 
something with their money — power, a bit of 
clout in government, the ear of an official 
There are very few campaign contributions 
made for sentimental reasons. 

That is one of the services performed by 
Watergate, making the citizen more aware of 
the evils possible under the system At the 
very least he won't be surprised if it happens 
again. 

Everybody knows that bulk mailings roll 
out of the capital at state expense in flood 
volumes in the weeks before elections. Only 
the very naive would fail to make the 
connection. Levin w'ants to control them 

Atty Gen Frank J Kelley has been trying 
to gel better controls over lobbying for a 
decade with absolutely no success. The 
arguments all favor Levin-Kelley, but the 
votes in the legislature don’t 

MILLIKEN HAS ordered full financial 
disclosures by his staff but said he will be the 
sole judge as to any conflict. Even then, there 
has been no disclosure in the weeks follow ing 
his order

Bang! Like a shot out of a gun those of us 
living on Belleville Lake, paying enough taxes 
to sink the whole stinking lake, are now faced 
with an incredible problem: The stink of 
hundreds of dead fish with accompanying big 
black flies one can saddle and ride to work* 

Each day we look at the ugly, stinking lake 
and shake our heads Why did this have to 
happen'* For 15 years several foresighted 
Bellevill taxpayers have been raising their 
voices loud and clear as raw sewage floated in 
the lake coming with force and filth from 
Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti. It still comes to this 
otherwise beautiful lake Each year com- 
plaints go to the Department of Natural 


Resources. As recently as Oct 30, 1972, a 
letter from Wayne E Denniston, basin 
engineer, stated: “It is not exoected that 
there will be a major improvement in Ford 
and Belleville Lakes until the wastewater 
treatment plants in Ann Arbor Ypsilanti area 
are either eliminated or upgraded to the level 
of treatment with nutrient removal.” 

So thanks to the selfishness of Ann Arbor 
and Ypsilanti, we foul our own nests. It will do 
little good to ride the lake of rough fish and 
restock it because Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti 
are on a path of no return killing the lakes 
bevond repair.

Dr Sirauss said that the industrial development cor- 
poration. formed to hype up private industry, once showed a 
reluctance to give up its entrepreneurial role, is now “more 
willing to pull out once industry has reached a viable stage.” 

Government has particularly zeroed in on the utility field, 
electricity, telecommunications and a postal service. 
Telephone service is inefficient on domestic lines and Dr. 
Strauss believes, with some exceptions, that private en- 
terprise would do the job better. 

SOUTH AFRICA is now coming out of a depression cycle 
and the overheating of the economy has produced a Gross 
Domestic Expenditure in excess of the Gross Domestic 
Product since 1969. but it is cooling off. 

Toward the end of 1972, the Gross Domestic Product 
showed signs of exceeding Gross Domestic Expenditure and 
the Republic of South Africa is going through the aftermath 
i the consumer price index jumped 7 per cent last year), but 
the trend is easine 

South African economists are planning carefully with each 
segment measuring its impact on the labor market and the 
balanceof payments Dr Strauss said the total economy will 
grow at the rate of 5.5 per cent a year without the develop- 
ment of anv imbalance. 

Inflation, rising from 3 to 7 per cent per annum since 1968, 
is still a problem - an imported problem because of the high 
trade volume 

THE SOUTH AFRICAN economy tends to lag about two 
years behind those of the other major nations. The diamond 
industry, for example, leans heavily on the fluctuations of the 
United Slates economy. 

Still, the challenge in South Africa to its climb in in- 
ternational economic - and political -strata is, in Dr Strauss’ 
words 

"In other words, the great debate in South Africa centers 
around the physical capacity of the economy to produce.” 

South Africa faces many of the racial and cultural 
challenges present in the United States and they are more 
deep-seated in this land where many still cling to the life of a 
century ago 

■ They were born in the traditional sector as Africa was a 
century ago and they haven’t got alternative employment 
opportunites.” Dr Strauss said. 

"I mean this is one of the challenges of our society, that we 
must provide educational opportunities for those people and 
gradually absorb them in the developed sector of the 

economy. 

• IN OTHER WORDS, we must make them unhappy with 
the state of their life and hope that they would want to come 
into the developed sector.” 

That is one of the eeasons why South Africa limits im- 
migration to skilled craftsmen, about 30,000 a year There is 
no official minimum wage across the board for immigrants, 
but a Wage Council sets standards in specific categories 

South Africa is inviting new industry to join with South 
African partners, contributing know-how and capital. Dr. 
Strauss said “We can’t keep pulling ourselves up by our 
bootstraps indefinitely ...” 

The country makes it attractive for foreign investors with a 
formula based on the percentage of participation. 

TOURISM IS A GROWING industry in South Africa and 
efforts are underway to im prove accommodationsthough no 
new policy has been established by the Economic Advisory 
Board 

Dr J J S Weideman, director of the Bureau of Research 
and Bantu Development, said it is a difficult and time- 
consuming task to train unskilled native blacks for industrial 
management jobs 

"That is the only thing left to the black people and that is 
black ownership, and we don’t want to make it possible that 
he can be exploited only to the benefit of the white man, he 
said 

Therefore we allow the entering of industries in the 
homelands only on an agency basis That is of course true in 
the case of whites But I think we have experienced a fairly 
good take-off on the industries in the homelands ” 

Dr Weideman said a major problem is combining an 
employment thrust with a political accommodation in the 
Bantu areas, a necessity to obtain the cooperation of the 
blacks 

M OM. WITH THE political and employment goals, Dr. 
Wcidcman’s bureau is promoting better housing, ar- 
chitecture and demographic counsel, and spending 10.2 per 
ceni of the national budget on it — compared to 9 per cent for 
defense 

There is now being developed a South African Develop- 
ment Bank to provide capital for water systems, other 
utilities and for private manufacturing plants and business 
enterprises 

But I think it will be many years before you can expect 
Irom the black people a group of strong business leaders or 
strong industrialists to take a lead in the development of their 
own affairs Dr Weideman said 

\nothcr of the problems in the Bantu regions is the 
emergence of the Indian businessman and industrialist, 
competing both with the foreign investors and the blacks 

• THE HI \< KS don’t like it Dr Weideman said "They 
ne ver\ eager to take over and we are doing everything 
possible to help them take over

'Specific tax' bill 
tackles problems

A bill recently passed 
tackles both a food-related 
and an ecology-related 
problem 

It would permit a “specific 
tax” instead of a property tax 
on agricultural land. The 
specific tax would be based on 
the soil capacity of the farm 
land and would be lower than 
the genera) property tax. 

The purpose is to encourage 
landowners to retain land for 
agricultural and horticultural 
uses, thereby preserving 
productive farm land and 
open-space “greenbelts” 
throughout the state. 

THE AMOUNT of farm land 
in Michigan has been steadily 
diminishing. This loss is due to 
a large part to high taxes on 
farm land. Agricultural lands 
presently are taxed under the 
general property tax law, 
which is based on 50 per cent 
of the market value of the 
property. Under this law, all 
buildings and improvements 
are assessed in computing the 
tax. regardless of the use of 
the land. 

Resulting high taxes have 
lowered the farmer’s profit 
margin to the point that many 
farmers are being forced to 
sell their property to urban 
developers Continued loss of 
productive farm land could 
result in a future serious food 
shortage in the state. 

Ecologists also point out 
that no greenbelts are being 
preserved in the state. 


resulting in serious ecological 
damage. 

In addition to providing for 
the specific tax, the bill passed 
would allow- local govern- 
ments to collect additional or 
rollback taxes and to require a 
two-year notification period 
when land is withdrawn from 
the specific tax classification. 
Those who fail to observe the 
waiting period would be 
assessed an additional cash 
penalty-. 

THE BILL provides that 
any buildings on the farm land 
on which they stand would 
continue to be assessed in 
accordance with the general 
property tax. Only the actual 
productive land would be 
eligible for the specific tax. 

The proposal is a tem- 
porary, experimental one No 
applications for the specific 
tax would be accepted after 
Dec. 30, 1976. 

Supporters of the bill feel 
that lands must be retained 
for agricultural production to 
prevent a food shortage in the 
state. The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture extimates 
on the basis of the U S. Census 
Bureau's projections that the 
state must have a minimum of 
nearly 8 million acres of 
agricultural land in the year 
2000 to produce the same per 
capita proportion of foodstuffs 
for the state and national 
markets. 

In 1969 there were only 
slightly more than 6.5 million 


acres of agricultural land in 
Michigan. These acres are 
steadily diminishing due to 
expanding urban develop- 
ment. Michigan Department 
of Agriculture studies based 
on historical trends reveal 
that available agricultural 
lands in the year 2000 will be 
far below the estimated need 

HOPEFULLY, the bill 
would stabilize the farm in- 
dustry in Michigan Lowered 
taxes would increase the 
farmers profit. Ap- 
proximately 21 per cent of the 
state’s population derives at 
least a portion of its income, in 
one way or another, from 
agriculture and agricultural 
industries. 

Further loss of productive 
farm land would tend to raise 
food prices even higher.

days. 

For vacationers who will be 
away for a considerable time, 
a forwarding order placed 
with the post office is advised. 
For first-class mail, no ad- 
ditional postage is required. 

Use of ZIP codes on picture 
post cards and other vacation- 
type mail is, of course, as 
helpful as on regular year- 
round mail. So is the care to 
make all addresses legible 
and accurate, a precaution 
particularly called for since 
much vacation mail is 
scribbled while riding in cars 
or airplanes 

Another helpful tip is to buy 
enough stamps in advance to 
avoid running out of postage 
when a post office is not near 
Also, why not take along a 
supply of the new padded 
mailing bags, now available at 
most post offices, for mailing 
souvenirs and gifts? 

If you mail rolls of film 
away for processing, either on 
vour trip or when you return, a 
good way to insure against the 
loss of your irreplacablfe 
pictures is to attach a gum- 
med sticker or a slip of paper 
directly to the roll of film 
repeating the address in- 
formation you have on the 
outside wrapper or container 
This way. if the roll somehow 
becomes separated from the 
outer container, delivery will 
still be accomplished

Senator seeks 
county-wide 
judge election 


On the theory that the 
taxpayer should get what he 
pays for, State Sen John E. 
McCauley, < D-Wyandotte) has 
introduced legislation that 
would require judges of the 
Recorders Court and Common 
Fleas Court to run county- 
wide. The two courts currently 
are operated within the City of 
Detroit, but are financed by 
county and state funds 

“It would seem logical and 
reasonable that the people 
who pay a good share of the 
cost should have a say in the 
matter of who will serve," 
McCauley declared. 

The senator also pointed out 
that the present composition 
of the two benches reflects the 
interests of the Detroit City 
area, although the taxpayers 
on the county bear a large 
share of the cost. 

"Obviously, attempts to 
abolish these two courts will 
not meet with success," 
McCauley said "It is plain 
that the House of Represen- 
tatives through its recent 


actions, is not interested in 
melding the Courts in Wayne 
County. I am not concerned as 
to whether this is the right or 
wrong approach to the judicial 
problems of the county. 

“There have been more 
than enough suggestions on 
that matter made by mem- 
bers of both the House and 
Senate." 

McCauley said his sole 
problem was the issue of 
economics “What is fair is 
fair," said McCauley "It 
seems patently fair that those 
who pay the hills ought to have 
the right to help decide who 
will serve." 

McCauley said he would not 
object to a hill package that 
would assign primary fiscal 
responsibility for the 
Recorders Court and Common 
Pleas Court to the City of 
Detroit 

"My attitude is that those of 
us who live in Wayne County 
have no say about those who 
pay the hills ought to have the 
right to help decide who will 
serve."

They also were 
responsible for about 4.2 
million disabling injuries — 
more than twice the number 
incurred in motor vehicle 
accidents. 

FALLS LED all other ac- 
cidents in causing deaths at 
home In 1971, 10,000 people 
died from falls, accounting for 
about one-third the total home 
accidental mortality, with 
most of these deaths con- 
centrated at older ages. 

Among those 75 and over, 
6,500 perished from such 
mishaps, and in the 65-74 age 
group, 1,600 persons died. 
Although the number of lives 
lost from falls among the 
elderly has decreased in 
recent years, this remains the 
most prevalent of fatal home 
accidents at ages 65 and older 

Fires and flames ranked 
second among the causes of 
accidental deaths in the home. 
They accounted for about a 
fifth of the total home accident 
mortality — 5,700 deaths. The 
45-64 age group suffered the 
greatest loss of lives from this 
— 1,400 Children up to four, 
youngsters five-14, and senior 
citizens over 75 also ex- 
perienced high mortality from 
this cause — 900, 500 and 1.000 
respectively.

home mishaps, accounted for 
3.000 deaths. It was the major 
cause of fatal home accidents 
for the 15-44 age range; there 
were 1,000 deaths for those 15- 
24, and 950 lives lost in the 25- 
44 age group Children up to 
four suffered 250 deaths. 

INHALATION and ingestion 
of food or other objects was 
the next major cause of ac- 
cidental mortality in the 
home, resulting in 2,400 lives 
lost. Children up to four were 
the most affected, 900 
perished, and those 75 and 
over experienced 450 deaths. 
In the 45-64 age group, 400 
persons died from such ac- 
cidents. 

Firearms, poisoning by 
gases and vapor and 
mechanical suffocation were 
other causes of accidental 
deaths in the home, ac- 
counting for 1,200, 1,200 and 
1.000 deaths respectively. 
Those in the five-14 and 15-24 
age ranges suffered most 
from firearm accidents, 300 
were killed in each group. 

The 15-24 age group also 
experienced large losses of 
life from poisoning by gases 
and vapors, as did those aged 
45-64. Again. 300 deaths oc- 
curred in each group. 
Mechanical suffocation was 
most hazardous to children up 
to four, causing 600 to suf- 
focate

A family carport can be 
almost an eyesore, if it’s 
starkly limited to a flat roof 
and half a dozen posts. 

Doubtless, such a structure 
serves its primary function, 
by protecting the family 
wheels from snow, rain and 
glaring sun But it also can 
unduly emphasize vehicles, 
which are not in harmony w'ith 
the lines and masses of a 
residence, and frame a gaping 
space when empty. 

A carport can become much 
more visually than a fixed, 
outsize umbrella — and do so 
without being transformed 
into a fully enclosed garage, 
which in many situations 
would lend it seeming 
dominance even over the 
house itself 

Best solution perhaps is to 
install wood screening around 


three sides, on some sites only 
two. Arguments for this 
simple addition to a carport 
aren’t hard to find. 

First, the screening affords 
passersbv, and the home 
owner too, a view that is an 
extension of the house, rather 
than cars and possibly a boat 
and motorbike 

And second, the partial 
walling-in provides privacy 
and some protection from 
wind for outdoor-loving 
children on mild but rainy 
days. 

One well-designed carport 
noted recently delights the 
eve, and its secret is a nicely 
proportioned screen of 
western cedar slats The flat 
roof is nearly ten feet above 
the concrete slab, but the 
screening runs up only to the 
six-foot level.

Lighting can improve home 


Spring is here and many 
homeowners’ thoughts are 
turning to interior im- 
provements. Those moving 
into apartments this spring 
may find themselves faced 
with a huge decorating job.

And 
one of the most common sore 
spots in apartments are 
usually insignificant lighting. 

Most people have very 
definite ideas about the style 
of furniture they like, the color 
schemes for draperies and 
carpeting, but they usually 
are at loose ends when it 
comes to chou~.ng the right 
type of chandelier. 

LIGHTING is not ony meant 
to provide adequate comfort 
for reading and other close 
work, but it should create a 
specific mood that com- 
plements the style of the 
room 

Low-key lighting is the most 
charming and flattering, and 
it should glow from an ap- 
propriately-styled chandelier 
to be most effective The at- 
mosphere which you enjoy in 
your favorite restaurant is 
partially due to soft lighting, 


and you can enjoy the same 
charming surroundings in 
your own home by choosing 
the proper lighting fashions. 

There is nothing more 
relaxing and conductive to 
good conversation than the 
atmosphere created by low 
lights. 

The first thing to consider 
when shopping for a. fixture is 
the style of furniture in the 
room to be decorated.

The 
armoire with its gilt carvings 
and the ornamentation of the 
Mexican chairs require this 
monastery-like chandelier by 
Progress The six candelabra 
bulbs with amber-colored 
cylinders are supported by 
wrought iron scrolls which are 
attached to a solid wood 
column. 

The gay floral centerprice 
and white walls are a nice 
contrast to the dark richness 
of the furniture. Candles 
should always be used on the 
dining table along with the 
light of the chandelier to in- 
tesify the mood. 

To control the volume of 
light, a dimmer switch can be 
installed on the wall In dining 
rooms, fixtures sould be hung 
close to the table — the bot- 
tom-most tip of the chandelier 
should be 37 1 _• inches above the 
table top When selecting a 
chandelier, keep in mind the 
size of your table to make sure 
they will be of proportioned 
size A fixture that is 21 inches 
in diameter would be correct 
for a small 4 4 inch round table, 
larger tables, whether rec- 
tangular or oval, require 


fixtures up to 28 inches in 
diameter Matching wall 
sconces are available 
for larger dining rooms. 
Placed above a server, they 
make an attractive addition.

All-Area 
headaches

I have a coniession * no. none of that true confession stuff, 
but about picking these A! 1 Area teams. I know they mean a 
lot to the high school athletes, in fact, some have managed to 
earn scholarships thanks to the writeups and the recognition 

But if there are two sports that we in this department abhor 
to pick, they're baseball and tennis. 

I can visualize what my colleagues must go through to 
select All-State teams. 

IN TRACK, cross country, swimming and golf we stage 
All-Area meets. Winner take all. If the young athlete feels 
he’s better than the guy who’s ranked No. 1, he comes out and 
proves it. 

But in baseball all we have is a mass of statistics and the 
stats are what we must base our final selections. When you 
have ball players as J.P. McBride (John Glenn), Mike 
Dansard (Belleville) Dana Kemp (New Boston Huron) and 
A1 Slamer (Wayne Memorial) battling for the catcher s job 
on this year’s All-Area team, whom do you pick ? 

All four athletes are excellent ones and Dansard as well as 
Kemp batted over .400 this year, breaking school records. 
See what I mean? Do you flip a coin? 

It is just one of many problems that pop up during the 
selection of such a baseball team. 

But the problem must be resolved. And it will be resolved 

Then, in tennis we have a separate set of problems. Stats 
here are not as deceiving as they are in baseball.. A netter 
either wins or loses a match; a baseball player may get a hit 
according to one scorekeeper, but the rival scorekeeper may 
feel it with an error. 

Anyway, Mike Hairbedian. the veteran Cherry Hill High 
School tennis coach, feels it’s time we sponsor an All-Area 
tennis tournament 

And I agree - the time has come. 

“We would welcome an All-Area tennis meet,” said 
Hairabedian, “it would be the fairest way to chose the best 
boys in our area. And I feel it wouldn’t be as difficult to set up 
such a tournament, much eaier than the All-Area track meet 
to be sure.” 

HAIRABEDIAN. whose Spartans captured their first Tri- 
River Conference title this season, pointed out that an All- 
Area tennis meet would solve the question as who are the 
best 

"I had one boy, Dave DeBiasi, who went 15-0 this season 
and do you realize he wasn’t picked for our all-league team 
In fact, only one person, Dave Lobkovich made it in the 
conference.” 

“I feel it’s a shame such. talent was left off all-league and to 
correct these injustices, something should be done such as 
setting up an all-conference meet as well.” 

With the Great Score Keeper's help we ll have our tennis 
meet next year. 

Then, there are a couple of interesting notes that crossed 
this desk from A1 Bush, the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association’s director of athletics. 

THE TIE-BREAKING rule, apparently, is here to stay in 
high school football. According to Bush, the tie-breaking 
procedure in football will be permitted again, however, it w ill 
not be necessary to get permission from the MHSAA. A 
record form will be sent to schools prior to the season. From 
the results of a questionaire to schools, 62 games were 
determined by the tie breaking rule in 1972. 

Principals and coaches agreed to continue use of the rule in 
the optional form . A change will eliminate the Try for Point if 
it had no bearing on the outcome of the game 

The tie-breaker made its debut in Michigan last year It 
gives prep football teams a chance to play out a tie. 

And did you know that the 1973-74 school year will be the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association? The schools developed the present form of the 
MHSAA in December. 1924.

The “mushrooming” 
growth of women’s sports in 
thousands of cities across 
America has taken root in 
Romulus, too, and the results 
have been awesome, in the 
least 

The erze for gals’ athletics 
in the city is reaching a fever 
pitch — and the programs are 
only in their first year. 
Beginning as an activity to 
give the local women 
something different to do, the 
Romulus Women's Slow-Pitch 
Softball League is growing by 
leaps and bounds, thanks to 
the Romulus Jaycees and the 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation. 

THE TWO organizations co- 
sponsor the league, which has 
multiplied to eight teams and 
150 women in the two short 
months since its inception in 
April.

Romulus never had a

Johnson started the ball 
rolling at the Jaycees’ April 
meeting, contending tha 
Romulus men have “a 
thousand things to do” and the 
women really have nothing. 
“What would we do if we were 
women?” he asked his con- 
stituents. 

THE JAYCEES 
wholeheartedly approved 
Johnson’s proposal to 
establish a women’s softball 
circuit and the next step was 
to find some backing 

“The Parks and Recreation 
department was more than 
happy to help out and backed 
us with some equipment and 
gave us their blessing,” said 
Johnson. ‘ That reallyhelped 


The Jaycees printed fliers to 
distribute around the city, 
seeking interested gal 
ballplayers. But, according to 
Johnson, word got out early 
and there were inquiries from 
two teams before the flyers 
were even off the press. 

The growth from there is 
history. 

••WE H£VrtO idea it would 
be this big,” Johnson ex- 
claimed. “It’s just un- 
believable how it mushroomed 
on us.” 

The only problem en- 
countered so far has been 
space The women’s and 
men’s league have to rotate 
the use of the city’s two 


available fields at the junior 
high school, Johnson says. 
Thus, all the women’s games 
are played on Saturdays, 
while the men play primarily 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

“We want this to be a fun 
league,’’ he explains, “in 
which everybody can play. 
There are no tryouts or 
anything and we even allow 
unlimited substitutions.” 

Like Rose Booth, Johnson 
also forsees the not-too-distant 
date when enough Romulus 
women will trade their aprons 
for mitts to overtake the men 
in numbers. 

So take that, male 
chauvinists.

With the recent demon- 
stration bringing this program 
to the attention of the 
Michigan Association of Blood 
Banks and physicians 


throughout Michigan, Dr 
Zuelzer believes it will lead to 
an increasing demand for 
blood donors 

The Children’s leukemia 
Foundation of Michigan, 
located at 17R01 W Seven Mile 
Rd Detroit, made possible 
the introduction of this 
program in Detroit last 
November with recruitment of 
more than 100 blood donors 
from among its membership 
and la mi lies of patients it 
serves. 

It continues to be the only 
registering agency for blood 


donors wishing to participate 
in this program which holds 
great promise in prolonging 
the lives of leukemia, other 
blood disease and some 
cancer patients, and urges 
anyone wishing to register as 
a donor to come, telephone or 
write the Leukemia Foun- 
dation immediately. 

Besides handling all donor 
registrations, the Children’s 
Leukemia Foundation, a 
Torch Drive service, also has 
earmarked SH.OOO in research 
funds to purchase equipment 
necessary for the program.

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Senior citizens benefit from tax relief package 


The $380 million tax relief 
package recently signed into 
law by the governor is a 
• great* step forward/’ but in 
these days of inflation going 
up. up, up. it is not nearly 
enough, especially for the 
elderly, said state Rep Gary 
M Owen <D-Ysilanti). 

The senior citizen will 
benefit greatly from this 
package of bills, Owen said, 
but there w ill be many citizens 
who will benefit little or not at 
all He said rapidly rising 


prices will counteract any 
benefits the senior citizen 
receives 

The package allows senior 
citizens with incomes under 
$3,000 a 100 per cent tax credit, 
senior citizens earning over 
$6,000 would get a 3.5 per cent 
credit, to a maximum of $500 

The new act covering 
property tax replaces the 
homestead exemption for 
senior citizens and allows 
them to file their claims by 
mail with their state income 


tax returns If a person pays 
no income tax or if his tax 
credit exceeds w hat he owes in 
income taxes, he will receive a 
check from the state for the 
difference 

Therefore, if his income tax 
amounts to $150 but he is due a 


credit on his property taxes of 
$350, he will not have to pay 
the $150 in income taxes and 
will be sent a check for $200 
additional 

Another of the acts provides 
for an increase in the exemp- 


tion on the tax return In the 
case of the senior citizen, he 
will be able to deduct a per- 
sonel exemption double that of 
the younger taxpayers 
The exemption has been 
increased to $1,500 from the 
previous $1,200 per person. 


Senior citizens will then be 
able to deduct $3,000 for their 
personal exemptions on their 
state income tax returns for 
each person over 65.

“The rapidly rising prices in 
today s world do not allow the 


senior citizen to live as he had 
expected when he determined 
the amount of retirement 
money he w'ould need," said 
Owen. “He is faced with an 
ever increasing cost of living 
so that his living style must go 
down 


"The legislature has 
provided some relief and it is a 
step in the right direction — 
but it is not enough," insisted 
Owen "It must yet better 
provide for those persons who 
are on fixed incomes."
